Un- 
doubtedly, these . Nationalist 
parties have had some solid 
administrative reasons on which 
to base their demand for sever- 
ance from Westminster. It is 
felt in Scotland, for . instance, 
that purely Scottish affairs tend 
to be submerged in the welter of 
parliamentary business, and that 
representatives of non-Scottish 
constituencies ought not to have 
any influence over such, matters. 
Probably in the future a certain 
amount of decentralisation, 
bringing officials into more inti- 
mate touch with the affairs of 
Scotland and Wales, will solve 
most problems. “The proposed 
femioval of certain Ministries 
from London to Newcastle 
would do sothething to balance 
a scale how tipped too heavily 
in favour of the South. At 
any rate, the Nationalist catch- 
cries do not seetn likely to attract 
any great following. The realities 
of food, work and hotnes have 
assumed more importance to the 
voter in Great Britain.
